LIVE TOPICS IN NEW YORK. 


St. Paul Mysteriously Creeps in. How the 
Big Cruiser Looks in her Fighting Trim 
An interesting Ceremony at Camp 
Black. Business and the War. 


[SPECIAL TO THE TOWNSMAN.] 
New York, June 8, 1898. 


A huge gray ship glided past Sandy 
Hook last Thursday night, and came 
to anchor just off the Sandy Hook 
Light Ship.. When she vaguely loomed 
up out of the darkness, the observer 
at the Hook made up his mind that the 
ship was a Spaniard. As she drew 
nearer not a sign of life was visible 
aboard. Without a light twinkling 
from her long gray hull and slipping 
noiselessly through the water, she ap- 
peared to be a phantom craft and the 
observer telegraphed to the city many 
wild impressions regarding the ship’s 
‘identity, 

When the sun rose over the ocean 
next morning the big vessel was seen 
to be the swift United States Cruiser 
St. Paul.. She hed dashed up to New 
York from Santiago with as little ef- 
fort or. fuss as a steam yacht might 
puff across Long Island Sound.  Fri- 
day morning the big cruiser steamed 
majestically »-up the Harbor and 
dropped anchor off Tompkinsville, 
Staten Island. Captain Charles D. 
Sigsbee, the St. Paul’s commander was 
quickly rowed ashore and immediately 
left for Washington. He --bad...ex- 
changed his handsome uniform for 
civilian clothing and he wore a silk 
hat instead of his gold-braided captain’s 
cap. But for all that the patriotic 
Staten Islanders'who had gathered on 


the pier were not long in recognizing | 


the brave Captain ‘of the Maine, and 
they sent up a tremendous cheer and 
heartily grasped the Captain’s hand as 
tie came ashore. 

Soon after the St. Paul came to 

nchor, big coal barges were towed 
alongside and the work of putting 
3,000 tons of coal into the great: ship, 
was hurried forward. Later, revenue 
cutters, loaded to their gun wales, 
came steaming down from thecity with 
boxes and barrels containing several 
weeks’ supplies. When I visited the 
St. Paul, Saturday afternoon the work 
zi coaling aad piovisioaing ws3 being 
rushed with activity. 

Crowds of visitors have flocked to 
Tompkinsville every day since the St. 
Paul arrived there, eager to see one of 
Uncle Sam’s crack Cruisers, and the 
ship's boats have been kept busy ply- 
ing between the ship and the pier. 
Friends of the officers and crew have 
literally besieged the ship. Everybody 
who knew a sailor aboard, took down 


a few pounds of tobacco, for which the. 


blue jackets were in particular need 
and in return the jackies spun many a 
fine yarn about their adventures in the 
southern seas. There were one or two 
exciting incidents in the cruise. The 
&. Paul engaged in several hours . tar- 
get practice directly in front of the 
forts at Santiago Harbor and she ran 
impudently near the mouth of the 
harbor. Her crew all declare that she 
sighted the Spanish fleet in Santiago 
Harbor a whole week before Schley 
was aware that Cevera’s ships were in 
those waters, but the S¢. Paul’s officers 


refuse to admit the truth of this state-

A PRISON IN MEXICO. 
CURIOUS CUSTOMS THAT PREVAIL IN 
BELEM JAIL. 


Masical Instruments In the Cells and a 
Concert Almost Every Evening by the 
Prisoners— Dinner Hour Marked by a 
Curious Spectacle. 


Among the various uses to which 
f4exico bas put some of her old monas- 
teries and convents is that of serving 
for.the incarceration of violators of the 
law. Tbe Convento de Belen at Mexico 
City has becume, in common. parlance, 
Belem, the city jail and prison, accused 
and convicted persons, men, Women and 
children alike being confined there in 
different compartments. The building 
was put up by the Spanish governor in 
1686, as an inscription at the head of 
the main stairway tells. A casual visit 
paid it by areporter of The Mexican 
Herald reveals a condition of prison 
management in Mexico worthy of pass- 


‘ing attention in the days of prison re- 


form associations and international pris- 
on congresses, 

The Herald said that Belem had been 
commonly spoken of asa second Black 
Hole of Calcutta, but the reporter found 
that the prison was kept in a state of 
comparative cleanliness; not so, how- 
ever, the prisoners. ‘Their condition he 
described as one of disgusting filthiness. 
Although‘there was a hydrant in every 
cell and general bathing facilities in 
each compartment, the reporter found 
only one inmate either at bath or with 
any indication of having bathed within 
a year, It was explained to-him by the 
prison authorities that formerly the 
regulations required prisoners-to bathe 
daily, but that this was regarded as 
such a hardebip that the sufferers man- 
aged to have it declared a form of cruel 
and unusua! punishment and go to have 
the rule abrogated. There are in the 
prison now 8,451 prisoners, of whom 
2,938 are men and 80 are minors, 

A curious feature found by the-re- 
porter was the Spanish regard for the 


‘arts, even within prison walls, He 


found in the south: wing the writers of 
libel, ‘‘and the cells reserved for mu- 
sicians, artists and, others of the. fine 
arts.’’ It would seem to be a charitable 
as well asan inclusive provision, that 
‘‘and others’’ (besides artists) of the 
fine arts. The musicians are permitted, 
apparently, to take their instruments to 
jail with them, much as mechanics take 
into the prison workshop their own 
tools of trade. ‘‘Tbhe walls of the mu- 
sicians’ cells are decorated with differ- 
ent musical instruments, and the re- 
porter was told that almost every even- 
ing there was a concert in one of the 
patios,’’

There were stoics among the 57 men 
condemned to death. One of these, un- 
der sentence for assassinating a man, 
expressed his serene confidence as to his 
future, but, ‘‘if worst comes to worst’’ 
—a shrog of the shoulders and palma 
up. Thisman and some others under 
death sentence had the run of the com- 
mandant's offices, notwithstanding there 
were on the walls, serving as decora- 
tions, confiscated weapons of prisoners.

“The street outside 
the prison was filled with the ‘‘wives, 
children, dogs and other members of 
the prisoners’ households.’’ These 
brought baskets of edibles to the prison- 
ers, some of whom were permitted. to 
speak to their relatives through a grat- 
ing. To the convicts no$ permitted to 
come tothe grating, their relatives were 
allowed to send in notes accompanying 
the dinner baskets. This privilege had 
given rise to a peculiar way of making 
a few pennies among persons able to 
write—‘‘itinerant scribes who for a 
cent or two wrote messages to the pria- 
oners.’’ One woman bade the scribe to 
put her message in red ink. She would 
have none of the ‘‘purple stuff.”’

Although two 
ofthe number died in early manhood, 
one of these by accident, the average age 
ofall is seventy years, three months, and 
twenty-two days. Twenty-three had

Twenty-one were full graduates, ten 
took a partial course here, and five were 
inthe Seminary as resident students or 
resident licentiates. Thirty-three out of 
the thirty-six men were college graduates 
twelve coming from Amherst, five from 
Dartmouth, three from Yale and three 
from the University of Vermont, and 
oneeach from Bowdoin, Harvard, Thi- 
nois, Marietta, Maryville, Princeton, 
oe Wabash, Waterville, and Wil- 
jams. 

The significant characteristic of the 
men whose record is here given, 1s the 
long period of active, useful service 
which nearly every one was permitted. to 
render. Professor Tyler, the first on the 
list, the oldest in years, and without 
question the most widely known of all, 
taught nearly sixty years in Amherst 
College, while Caleb Emery and Pro- 
fessor Griggs had each been 
tional service for over forty years, Three 
were missionaries of the American 
Board, Laurie, Hazen and Webb, and 
had labored respectively, either abroad 
or at home, for forty-three, fifty, and 
fifty-three years; and ‘to this record 
should be added the long and devoted 
service of Ferguson in South Africa. Dr. 
Poor, Dr. Taylor, Joshua M. Chamber- 
Jain, Charles Strong Smith, and Elijah 
Cutler had for many. years. given valu- 
able administrative service to the in- 
stitutions of the church, while Dimond, 
Salter, and Grassie ee lavishly of their 
hearts and lives to Christian work in the 
great West. Ide, Tuttle, McCorkle, 
Howard, and others spent forty or more 
years in faithful -pastoral service.-—AH

Itis the justifying cause of 
war; it is the very essence of the Pilgrim 
creed. ‘The crown of your life calling in 
the preaching of Congregationalism is 
spirituality. It will bring your hearers 
face to face with God. Take this mes- 
sage to your people: ‘Believe in the 
Lord Jesus Christ and you will be sayed.” 
Be not ashamed to use the Bible; then 
no gospel of doubt can rob you of the 
knowledge of Christ.

THOMAS BOYNTON, 


Thomas a ghar whose death oc- 
curied in Lowell recently, was a native 
of Andover, He descended from Revolu- 
ora 4 sires. His great grandfather, 
Capt. Benj. Ames, commanded one of the 
Andover companies that fought at Bun- 
ker Hill and bis grandfather, ‘Thomas 
Buynton, was a sergeant in the sane 
company. Histatber, Thomas Boynton, 
was bern Jan 7, 1775. His mother was 
Rebecca Bailey aud all his ancestors 
were, sturdy New Englanders, ‘probably 
of. Puritan descent. His grandfather 
Bo¥nton; by occupation. a farmer and 
cabinet maker, Was among the early resi- 
dents of Andover. Thomas, the subject 
of this sketch, was born Aug, 28, 1816, 
and when 19 years of age came to Low- 
ell, where he learned the carpenters’ 
trade and was — ed for 18 years as 
an overseer by the Merrimack corpora- 
tion. a 

Quite early in life he purchased land 
in Centralvillaand built at the corner of 
Hildreth and Boynton streets the com- 
modious dwelling house which, with the 
exception of a few ‘years, has been his 
permanent residence.

‘ . tress With Football Games, 

Not two miles from Nilt progress was 
again arrestud—and this time for weeks 
—by the fortresses of Thol and Maium.

there for hours, until at early dawn 
the remainder of the force diverted the 
enemy '® attention by a continuous. fire, 

Followed by his 60 Gurkhas, Man- 
ners-Smith commenced the perilous as- 
cent, and behind them came Taylor and 
his Dogras, with the mortifying result 
that after two hours’ climbing the gully 
was found to be blocked, Steps were 
retraced to where the gully forked, and 
there he again led upward in such 
manner that had one of the 1 ers 
missed his hold most of the party 
‘might have been swept away. 

This time they were right, and the 
leaders were within 60 yards of the first 
sangar before being . perceived. The 
alarm being given, the interchange of 
shots at once ceased, and all attention 
was. directed to the daring’ climbers.

UNLOADING COAL. 
Two Ways of Dleviiansing Coal From Ca- 
nalboats Into Carts. 


Scoops like those that are used in 
taking up: mnd from under water, in 


deepening slips, that shut together in 


the mud, biting out a great mouthful of 
it to be lifted up and dropped into a 
soow, are also used in unloading ooal— 
in taking coal out of boats, The ordinary 
way of unloading coal from boats in 
carts on the wharf alongside is wit 


hig na holding a nnarter af @ tan 
each, which are hung on pivots so that 


when they are cast loose they can easily 
be upset and emptied. These ecoops are 
filled in ‘thé boat by men who tip the 
scoop on its side toward the coal and 
scrape the’coal down into it until it is 
almost full and then right it up and 
finish filling -it-with shovela,.-The scoop 
is hooked on to a rope and hoisted up 
by horse or steam power to the driver 
waiting. with his cart on the wharf, 
who empties the scoop into his cart. 
Meanwhile the men below aré filling 
another scoop. The shovelers who do 
this‘work earn good wages, bat they 
must be men of strength and endurance, 
and they may have to work long hours. 

The steam scoop is used in only the 
smaller sizes of coal, but the work that 
it does is done much cheaper than it 
could be done by hand shoveling. The 
scoop is dropped open upon the coal in 


by power operated by the engineer who 
runs it. The separated lower edges of 
the two parts of the scoop are drawn to- 
gether down through the coal uptil they 
meet, thus holding the coal inclosed. 
The—scoop is then_hoisted_up and 
swung in by power, not over the cart, 
which has a spout on each side so that 
two carts can load at once. When it 
has been. swung in, the scoop is opened, 
to discharge its contents into the pocket, 
and then it is swung out again and once 
more d open upon the coal in the 
boat below.—New York Sun. 


Electric Lighting In Tunnels, 

America is leading the way in the 
matter of illuminating railway tunnels 
by means of electricity. The Baltimore 
tunnel is thus lighted, and arrange- 
ménts.are being made to light the Hoo- 
sac tunnel in the same way. Similarly, 
on the continent the great St. Gothard 
tunnel will shortly be illuminated by 
means of aro lamps. The advantages 
claimed for an electrically illuminated 
railway tunnel are many. Among other 
things, it will presumably\greatly re- 
duce the chances of an accident happen- 
ing either from collision or through a 
broken rail or an obstruction, as the 
enigneer will be enabled to see clearly 
a long way ahead—far enough at least, 
‘if the lights are properly distributed, 
to stop his train in time.—Industries 
end fron. :

The result of the Orimean war gave 
to the British-nation-not-one-single foot. 
of foreign soil nor any pecuniary com- 
pensation whatsoever. The only benefit 
derived from the war, which lasted two 
years, was to keep Russia out of Con- 
stantinople and give the English a way 
to India and the east that was undis- 
puted. For this end the British lost 28,- 
744 men killed in action or died from 
wounds, cholera or other diseases, Tho 
loss-to the French allies.in the same 
campaign has been estimated at 68,500 
and the Russians as high 500, 000, 
The war also cost the British $205, 206, - '

MANNING THE YARDS. 


A Naval Ceremony That Is Not What Jt 
Used to Be. 

In the old navy, when United States 
ships were actually ships with yards, 
the bos’n’s mate’s call, ‘‘All hands 
cheer ship!” was followed by. a much 
more picturesque ceremony than is pos- 
sible now, when the vessels of the navy 
are fitted with but a single yard and 
that only used for signaling. At the 
word, of command ‘‘Man the yards!” 
there was an amount of acrobatic scur- 
rying on the main decks of the old ships 
that. was calculated to make the ship 
visitor hold bis breath, the thing look- 
ed so dangerous, The men forward in 
bluejacket uniform would fairly leap 
up the rope ladders, and almost by thé 
time the echoes of the command had 
died away every yard on each mast 
would support scores of men and boys, 
all standing erect, most of them only 
held up by the crossed arms of the men 
beside them. This representation of a 
cross was held by all of the men, and 
it was their business to stand.thus with 
absolute statuesqueness. Then the com- 
mand ‘‘Cheer ship!’’ would -be bawled 
out om deck by the chief bos’n’s’ mate, 
and there would be a yell from cathead 
to mizzen that couldm’t¢ help but warm 
the blood of everybody within hearing 
of it. ‘When the men. manned the yards 
with all sail except topsails and stunsails 
set, such a.pictura was really beautiful, 
the men’s uniforms of -blué standing out 
in sapphirelike contrast to the cameo 
whiteness of the shrouds, This wasa 
ceremony on all formal occasions, such 
as the visit aboard the old ships of dis- 
tinguished men, And ‘‘ Man the yards!” 
and ‘‘Cheer ship!’’ were commands al- 
ways given when one of the old clippers 
of the United States navy was either de- 
partingfor_orarriving from a—foreign 
station. — Washington Star.
